A.. T. Spencer, former president of the 
California Wool Growers Association, 
spoke of the increasing need for meat 
and worl, and the sheep owners! efforts 
te improve their range lands. Discussion 
brought out that these range lands are 
chiefly below the. forested levels; that. 
the grazing permits within the Wilderness 


Areas are diminishing in number, and so 


are the sheep grazed therein. 7 . 

The introduction of small dams to in+ 
dace stream flow from the high lakes, 

ox the especial benefit of fishermen, 
was well presented by Jack Fraser of the 
State Fish and Game Division (Tahce 
District). Mr. Fraser pointed out that 
about half the projected dams are in Wild 
or Primitive areas, ard of hundreds of 
projects only a few have been selected | 
with great care for actual constructions | 

Lumbering is a type of land use which 
“squires roads, Where it enters, the . 
true Wilderness vanishes. Conflicts are 
therefore concerned with boundaries, and 
access to private holdings within Wilder- 
ness Areas, Norman B. "Ike" Livermore, 
vho is himself an operator, presented 
the lumberman's point of view by reading 
several letters from timber men in 
different parts of the west.. Discussion 
brought cut that many Ferest Service men 
agree with the lumbermen that the in- 
clusisn of large stands of marketable 
timber within the Wilderness boundaries 
is a mistake, leading to constent — 
pressure for revision of boundaries. 

No one cculd reconcile these differerecs 
within a three hour discussion, but the 
friendly, practical atmos;ere of the 
valks and questions showed the enormous 
value ef such a theme, and of the Confer 
ence in general. 

In the evening the conference adjourned 
to Zerikeote's on Lake Merritt, for dinner 


and the evening session. First highlight 
of the evening, after the dinner, was the 
presentation by Eivind Scoyen, of cones . 
and seeds from the General Sherman Tree, 
to. Francis and Marjory Farquhar. These 
are to be used to mark their winged trail

On March 18 > enthusiastic group hiked 
down from Pan Toll via the Stapelveldt 


and Ben Johnson Trails to Muir Woods,

Mrs, McMillan discussed the fungi en route, 
and Mr,.Mcliillan called our attention to 
the various flewering plants.
